As part of 
this Habitat for Humanity project, 
Shelton will work with Holy Spirit to 
frame up the house this spring. 

The ground-breaking for the house 
was held recently in Oak Park located 
on 35 th Street and 9th Avenue across 

from Stillman College in Tuscaloosa. 

According to Bill Phillips, who is 
directing the project for the church, 
"Holy Spirit built a Habitat for 
Humanity house last year during the 
Lenten period using volunteer workers 
from the church. This year Holy Spirit 

wai ted to expand the project and work 

in partnership with other groups rather 
than trying to build the house solely 
with parishioners from the church.” 

Dave Sanders, Shelton State's 
carpentry instructor, was anxious to 
give some of his students some actual 
hands-on experience in building a 
house. According to Sanders, the 
students were anxious to be involved in 
some community projects. Around 1 0 
Shelton students will be responsible for
